BANK HELD UP. 

One Robber Belonged to the Dal- 

Unro-kad and With a Single Com. 
panlon the Work is Done. 



Coftet villi, Kaa, March 28.— A 
bank robbery, partaking of the daring 
shown at the famous Cofleyvllle affair 
last October, in which several of the 
occupants lost their lives, was enacted 
at Caney, Kaa, Monday afternoon. 
The only thing missing to make It more 
closely resemble the rabbery In which 
the Daltoas took part was that nobody 
was hurt The bandits got $4,000, and 
bare a good start on their pursuers, 
and psrhaps will never be captured. 

Caney la a small town eight miles 
south of here, and very close to the In- 
dian territory line. The bank robbed 
was the Cauey Valley, the only one in 
town. 

At till o'clock Monday afternoon two 
men, who were recognized as the notor- 
ious Henry Starr, an escaped < convict 
and member of the notorious Dalton 
gang, and a man named Ncwcomb, en- 
tered the bank unmasked, and leveling 
their weapons at the cashier and the 
other employes — four in all — demanded 
all the money on hand. 

Without any ado the employes com- 
plied, and before five minutes had 
elapsed from the time the bandits en- 
tered the place they were in possession 
of all the bank's cash, about 14,000.

Weasel who la a mail agent, running 
between here and Chicago, laid off oos 
trip to take her to Dr. Barnafather. ol 
Bellevuc. The physician was pnczlac 
over the baby's symptoms, but pre- 
scribed some simple remedies. 

On the following day the child's body 
swelled to three timet Its normal size. 
Thia alarming development caused th« 
physician to call Dr. Richards in con 
sulfation. Neither of the doctors could 
diagnose the case. The child refused 
to take food and continued to lnrrcasi 
in size. Since the first swelling- a p 
peared, up to the present time, th» 
child has been unable to eat The lit 
tie patient waa in imminent danger o' 
starving, and the doctors resorted to t 
singular expedient to prolong her life. 

A lot of raw corn was obtained, 
boiled until it became soft, and packed 
around the child's limbs and body. Uj 
absorbing the nutriment it contained 
she has been kept alive for thret 
months. Three times a day the proceai 
is gone through with. For about at 
hour the corn remains packed about 
the child. After each thne she seemi 
as greatly refreshed aa a person just 
after finishing a hearty meal. Th« 
hot corn serves the double purpose ol 
nourishing and steaming the little pa 
tlent 

The child's condition has remained 
unchanged since the Bret symptoms de- 
veloped. She lies in bed unable to us< 
her limbs and is swollen to several 
times her normal size. She is a remark 
ably bright little thing, and amusci 
herself while in bed by spelling out 
words In a primer and looking at pie 
ture books. 

Prof. Eichberg, of the Ohio Medica 
college, and a number of other promt 
nent Cineinnati physicians who havi 
examined the child have no knowledgt 
of a case that furnishes a parallel. 

The disease is the first of the kind ex 
record, and for lack of a better nam* 
the physicians have pronounced it "al- 
bumenera."
